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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
To the Citizens of Belknap County: 

In compliance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the commissioners of Belknap County 
herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the 
Farm and House of Correction, Clerk of ‘Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain 
and Auditors for the year ending, December 31, 
1929. 

Applications for aid were numerous during. the 
first quarter. This condition continued through 
April and well into May when outside employment 
- eliminated a great manv cases during the summer 
months. The return of cold weather brought with 
it more applications for aid. Short hours in the 
manufacturing plants together with curtailment in 
all lumbering operations left employment very 
scarce. 

The expense for the care of children in the vari- 
ous institutions and private homes is on the increase 
from year to year, as better conditions and more 
careful study of health are demanded. 

The housing conditions for the inmates at the 
County Farm are very good. Although the buildings 
are old they are well heated and lighted. 

There is very urgent need of anew cow barn as 
the farm can feed more than it can house; also sani- 
tary conditions demand it. 

The crowded condition of the vaultsinthe Court 
House will soon necessitate enlargement. This has 
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been provided for in the purchase of the adjoining 
Abbott property. 

In closing we wish to thank Supt. and Mrs. MaGill 
and their assistants for their untiring efforts at the 
County Farm, the churches and societies who have 
provided services and entertainments, and all others. 
who have contributed towards the happiness of the 
inmates. We extend our heartiest appreciation to 
all county officials, the overseer of the poor at. La- 
conia, the selectmen of the towns and others who 
have so kindly cooperated with us in the care of the 
poor.
